Doran's reports to Lord Sanmnury re- 
\specting events at Peking last summer of 
various letters exchanged between the Legu- 
ions, on the one hand, and the Teungli 
Namen and a body of joint correspondents 
who atyle themselves.‘ Prince Cina and 
athers,” on the other hand, is not the least 
interesting feature of H. M. Minister's 
ommunications. We have already drawn 
attention, on more than: one occasion, to the 
utterly inconsiatent attitude of the repre- 
sentatives of the Chinese Government 
throughout the period -when the Imperial 
troops were vigorously bombarding the 
refugees in the Legation quarter of Peking. 
We do not therefore propose tu cousider now 
in detail the letters embodied iu Sir CLaubE 
MacDonay’s reports. But there is one 
communication addressed to Sir: Cuavnz 
MacDonaxy from Prince Cuine and others 
which deserves special mention In tue 
Parliamentary Paper iu which the reports 
appear it is Indlosure 28 in No. 3 (p. 48). 
“On the Ist August a letter from Prince 
Curing und others complained that on - the 
previous night “converts -had fired at the 
posts ofthe Government troops, killing two 
men,” and usked-bir Craupe to “take strict 
measures of control, to prevent this affair 
from leading to's quarré.” The British 
Minister replied on the 2nd August, declar- 
ing his surprise at this letter. He poiited 
out that the Legations were ‘not defended 


hy ‘converts; and. denied that any shot 


had been fired at-the Chinese on the. 


night in question. “ But,” he Gntinued, 

“from the newly constructed, barricade on 
“the North Bridge and from other quarters 
‘here was directed against the Legations 
“+g gtendy fire during the whole of that day 
and night, which has continued to the 
“+ present moment, in epite.of the fact that 
“(not a shot bas been fired in return, East 
‘ night over. three hundred shote were thus

“ misunderstanding. Fortunately neither 
“ side crossed its frontier. It was more or 
“less on the sane footing as the ‘sounding 
“of the evening drum and morning bell— 
“an everyday matter—and is really hardly 
“worth a emile.” @ 
“Hardly worth # smile!” &ir Craupe 
MacDowaun's reply to thia is perhaps os 
effective as any other. Writing on the 9th 
August, he said: “J note that you con- 
“sider the firing of several hundreds of 
“shots into the Legutions, which, as you 
“ure aware, ure inhabited by women and 
“children, as well as by the foreign repre- 
“sentatives’ and their staffs, as ‘hardly 
“worth a amile” I regret that this is.an 
“opinion whicb I cannot share with you.” 
This statement of the Chinese representa- 
‘tives, however, ix in keeping with the general 
line of dishonest sibterfuge’ and impudent 
assertion which characterised the conduct. of 
the so-called Government at Peking during 
the rule of the reactionaries, and only-adds 
one more treason for the impossibility that 
the chinese Empire can remain any longer 
under the control of such people. If it were 
not that Prince CuinG can only have been 
a mouth-piece at this time, he would plainly 
have been disqualified from acting as peace 
neyotiatur in conjunction with the repre- 
sentatives of the Powers. As -it iv, his 
participation in these dishonourable pro- 
ceedings has modified considerably the fa- 
yourable opinion on his conduct formed 
trom early and unofficial accounts of the 
siege of the Legutions. The difficulty, how- 
ever, was to find any other leading mai who 
was-not far more deeply involved. In the 
new: government “of China, when the Em- 
peror Kwana Hsv is restored to power, 
there should be no room for the tools of 
the late usurping clique, and unless this is
